ORDER 

New Delhi, the 29th May, 1990, 

S.O. 416(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 5 of the Essential (Commodities Act, 1955 
(10 of 1955) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), 
the Central Government hereby directs ;— 

(1) that the powers conferred on it by sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) of section 3 of the said Act to make 
orders to provide for the matters specified 
in clauses (a)„ (c) (d), (e), (f), (h), (i), (ii) 
and (j) of sub-section (2) thereof shall, in 
relation to the essential commodity coconut 
husk be exercisable also by the Government 
of Kerala (hereinafter referred to as the 
State Government), subject to the following 
conditions, namely :— 

(i) that such powers shall be exercised by the 
State Government, subject to any direc¬ 
tions that may be issued by the Central 
Government in that behalf; 

(ii) that for the purpose of fixing the price at 
which raw or retted husk may be sold 
under clause (c), the Slate Government 
shall constitute a Committee in which a 
nominee of the Central Government shall 
be included; 

(iii) that the State Government shall not put 
any inter-State or intra-State restriction on 
the transport of coconut husk under 
clause (d) of sub-section (2) of section 3 
of the said Act, except to the extent neces¬ 
sary for operating the scheme for levy of 
coconut husk referred to in clause (iv); 

(iv) that the Slate Government shall, as soon 
as, may be after the coming into force of 
this Oitlcr, notify a Scheme providing for 
the procurement by way of a levy from 
every copra prodycer, husk dealer and 
retter not more than thirty per cent of the 
coconut husk held in stock by him on the 
date of coming into force of the said 
Scheme and any stock acquired by him 
thereafter ; 

Provided that the levy shall he payable either in 
the form of green husk or retted husk; 

(v) that the powers under clause (j) of sub¬ 
section (2) of section 3 of the said Act 
shall be exercised by officers of the State 
Government so authorised for the pur¬ 
pose ; 

Provided that no coconut husk which has been 
subjected to levy as aforesaid in the hands of a copra 
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producer, husk dealer or letter shall be subjected to 
a further levy m auy subsequent transaction. 

(2) that in respect of coir fibre, no orders shall 
be issued by the State Government, except 
under clause (a) of sub*section (2) of sec¬ 
tion 3 of the said Act ; 

(3) that notwithstanding the lapsing of the order 
of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Industry (Department of Industrial Deve¬ 
lopment) number G.R.S, 992(E) dated the 


30th July, 1986 on the 31st March, 1990, 
any action taken or continued under that 
ofder shall n<it be invalid and shall be 
deemed to have been taken or continued 
under this order. 

(4) that the Order shall icmain in force uptc the 
30th June, 1990.
